The Manitoba crop is said to be only 34 per 
cent of normal, the Saskatchewan crop 60 per 
cent, and the Alberta crop 74 per cent. Alberta, 
it will be noted, is leading the other provinces 
in crop conditions, and may run Saskatchewan 
a close second in total yield. 

On the basis of present crop conditions and 
prospective yield, a “normal” crop for the three 
provinces would be something in the neigh- 
borhood of 500,000,000 bushels. 


The accumulated carry-over from former 
years lying in the elevators at the beginning of 
July was 203,000,000 bushels. If the present 
crop were normal, the west would thus have 
this fall about 700,000,000 bushels of wheat to 
sell. The promise is for at least 500,000,000 
bushels 

The urgency of doing something to get back 
the markets we have lost, and to find new ones 
wherever that is possible, seems obvious. We 
shall either have to do that or cut down our 
wheat acreage; and the advocates of curtailment 
have not yet told the farmer what he could 
grow instead of wheat that would offer any 
better prospect of a profitable return. 

Wheat is wealth, real wealth, but unsale- 
able wheat is a “frozen” asset. It has to be 
made liquid and translatable into other kinds 
of wealth if the growers and the country are 


to prosper. Nobody can wear wheat, or pay 
debts with it, or build houses or automobiles 
of it. 


To “liquify” the half billion bushels Canada 
will have to dispose of two or three months

One of the pleasantest recollections relates 
to one of the above-mentioned “slave camps”— 
which proved to be anything but a camp for 
slaves 

I reached the work camp at Galloway, about 
25 miles west of Edson on the Jasper highway, 
intending to speak to the men after supper 
before proceeding to a meeting at Marlboro 
Supper was nearly ready when we arrived. No 
warning had been given; I was assured that no 
special preparations had been made. It was a 
very good meal indeed, with lots of variety, and 
well served. You couldn't get better. if as good 
a meal in town for 35 cents at the popular 
restaurants. 

The Galloway Camp is admittedly the show 
camp of the province. It is under the Depart- 
ment of National Defence. All of the huts are 
of the wooden portable type and laid out on a 
winding avenue. There is a washhouse with 
private cubicles for hot and cold showers, and 
everything—even to the outhouses, spotiessly 
clean. Credit for the excellent arrangement and 
comfort of the camp goes to Foreman W. T. 
Mansfield who is a professional! civil engineer, 
formerly of Norwich, England, and for the many 
additions to the table fare to Storekeeper 
“Billy” Searth, a former navy man well known 
in Edmonton where he had experience in the 
hotel business. They seem to learn how to look 
after stores in the navy 

Chief object of interest to me was the school 
at the Galloway Camp, conducted by Mr. Alfred 
Frederickson, representative of the Frontier 
College. Before coming to this country, Mr 
Frederickson was principal of a high schoo! in 
Denmark. He takes deep interest in his work 
of giving instruction to the men in the camp. 

There were no fewer than 435 attendances 
during the month of July. There were classes 
in English, First Aid, Electricity, Geology, Steam 
Engineering and Music—the latter including 
tuition in banjo, violin and guitar. In the ab- 
sence of sheet music and instruction books for 
the clase of 15, Mr. Frederickson had to com- 
pose all the enaercises and pieces himself 
Though he didn't ask me to solicit for him, I 
know he'd be glad to receive donations of easy 
music for his pupils 

No boys’ schcol had such a list of perfect 
attendances until many of the men have had 
to leave for harvest work. In the English class 
are 19 men of German, Austrian, Polish and 
Ukrainian birth, and two Canadians who are 
seizing the opportunity to acquire a scientific 
grounding in their mother tongue. The men 
studying geology, first aid, steam engineering 
and electricity look forward to using their 
knowledge after leaving camp. 

It was a pleusure to talk plain common-

Spastic Colitis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Spastic colitis is becoming more common and 
is characterized by distress the abdomen, 
which may be general or be confined to one 
part of the colon. As a general rule, the ports 
of the colon most frequently affected are the 


cecum, the ascending colon and the sigmoid 
flexure. The normal, rhyth- 
mical movement of the in- 
testine which is called per- 
istalsis and which has for its 
purpose the even propulsion 
of residue along the intestine, 
is superseded by a contraction 
of the muscles in the walls of 
the colon, and this contrac- 
tion may be either too strong 
and violent, or too weak. The 
outstanding symptoms are 
discomfort and tenderness in 
the part of the colon affected, together with 
constipation which alternates with water move- 
ments. 


The term spastic connotes a spasmodic con- 
traction of the muscular fibers, generally being 
localized in one part of the colon only. The 
affected area becomes tight, and the result is a 
narrowjng of the colon in one particular part 
Frequently, the colon will be spastic in one part 
and relaxed, enlarged and flabby in another. 
These changes are quite marked, and if the lay- 
man will study an x-ray picture of a spastic 
colon, the thin, contracted area, where the spas- 
modic contraction is visible, will be unmistak- 
able. No special training is required to quickly 
note the abnormal narrowing, and I find it 
much easier to explain the condition to the 
patient if he is shown, at the same time, the 
X-ray pictures. With the aid of the pictures, he 
is able to visualize exactly what has happened. 

The distinctive narrowing of the spastic 
colon is not always: present, since it is most 
marked during the height of the attack. The 
colon becomes “irritable,” and whenever a suf- 
ficient stimulus is introduced, the irritable sec- 
tion will undergo the characteristic contraction. 

Spastic colitis must be considered a func- 
tional disorder rather than an organic disorder 
inasmuch as the typical disease changes attend- 
ant upon inflammation are absent and inasmuch 
as the principal abnormality is a disturbance in 
function, or in the way the colon does its work 
The underlying cause is an instability of the 
nervous system -controlling the activity of the 
colon. Such instability of the central nervous 
system is most commonly found in the nervous 
individual. 

The symptoms of spastic colitis include: 
discomfort and distress through the abdominal 
area; flatulence; digestive disturbances; and, 
perhaps, rapid beating of the heart, or palpita- 
tion. The affected area will be more or less 
tender. 

A carefui examination, including the use of 
the x-ray, is indispensable in correctly diagnos- 
ing spastic colitis. The x-ray examination will 
show the narrowed, spastic area and will also 
demonstrate the pouching or stretching which 
is common in the rest of the colon. It is signifi- 
cant that with suitable treatment, the entire 
colon returns closer to normal! in shape, and this 
is accompanied by a corresponding improve- 
ment in function 

In the treatment of spastic colitis, the patient 
will benefit from avoiding starch in the diet 
and from the use of the enema. When the 
tenderness through the abdomen is marked, the 
application of heat will prove soothing.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date the Upper Can- 
ada Academy was opened for the 
reception of students. Its origin 
dated back to 1829 when a meet- 
ing of Methodists decided that 
the time had come to remove the 
embargo in Upper Canada on the 
higher education of non-Angli- 
cans, When the decision to found 
a college had been finally reach- 
ed there was doubt as to where it 
should be located York (Toronto) 
Cobourg, Belleville, Kingston, 
Brockville and Colborne were 
voted on and Cobourg won 

The corner stone of the building 
was laid by Sir John Colborne on 
June 7, 1832. The building was 
completed June 18, 1836, when 
Rev Matthew Richey, an Irish- 
man, assumed his duties as prin- 
cipal. He carried on unti] 1841 
when the name was changed to 
Victoria College. It was given the 
first royal charter in British his- 
tory for a noncomformist college 
and Rev. Dr. Ryerson became 
principal until in 1844 he was 
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Bu FRED WILLIAMS 


transferred to his life's main 
work as superintendent of educa- 
tion for Upper Canada. 

Upper Canada Academy was 
noteworthy also because it was 
the first college in the British 
Empire to admit women students 


on an equality with men, but 
after four years they were ex- 
cluded, to be re-admitted into 


Victoria College in 1871 

Victoria also boasts that it was 
the first college in the Empire 
(in 1883) to confer a degree in 
Medic’ne upon a Jady (Miss Eliza- 
beth Stowe) and, in 1884, the first 
degree in science to Miss Green- 
wood. In its early days they had 
a college song which said of the 
building “On old Ontario’s strand 
wherever more it will stand.” 
This proved untrue as to the col- 
lege, for it was removed to Tor- 
onto in 1890, but it was true of 
the building, so far at least, for 
it has been for many years a 
provincial hospital, a monument 
to the skill of the biulders of 
more than a century ago.

A PEACE RIVER HIGHWAY 


Residents in Peace River are 
holding meetings demanding 
secession from British Columbia 
if they carinot get an outlet to the 
coast, 

Their demands are just, 

For 15 years The Vancouver 
Sun has fought for this outlet, for 
i5 years St. James Street has 
fought against it. In 1929 the tak- 
ing over of the Peace River line 
by Thornton and 
started action coastwards, In the 
1930 election Mackenzie King 
pledged the Liberal party to con- 
nect the Peace River line with 
the Canadian National at or near 
Prince George. 

For the moment that railway 
connection may not be financially 
possible, but what can be done at 


once is to complete the Peace 
River-Vancouver highway 
The Peace River has good 


prairie roads as far west as Hud- 


the C.P R. 
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son Hope. From there to Finlay 
Forks is 90 miles, and from Finlay 


Forks to Prince George or 
Vanderhoof is 180 miles, a total 
of 279 miles . (See map). There 


are now good country roads from 
Vancouver on-+up through Lil- 
looet, Cariboo, Omineca, to Prince 
George. This unconstructed gap 
of 270 miles would cost at mest 
$7000 a mile, or a total of $2,000,- 
000 

Up in the Peace River are hun- 
dreds of farmers and thousands 
of children who have never eaten 
fresh fruit. They are out there 
in the most productive and most 
livable country on earth, but until 
they are given a coast outlet to 
Prince Rupert and Vancouver, 
and an exchange of their pro- 
duce, they ere on a blank end. 

This Peace River-coast high- 
way, costing less than $2000 000 
is one of the most desperate needs 
of the Deminion. 


Mr. J. G. Turgeon, the Liberal 
candidate for the district, has the 
public pledge of i930 and the un- 
questioned backing of Mackenzie 
King to build the coast outlet 
The people of Peace River de- 
mand it. The people of Prince 
George and Prince Rupert 1nd 
Vancouver have prayed and peti- 
tioned for it, not as a politice!
